BILL 

Constituting a Local Government Board in Ireland, and a.p. 1872. 
vesting therein certain functions of the Lord Lieutenant, 
the Privy Council, and the Chief Secretary to the Lord 
Lieutenant, concerning the Public Health and Local Govern- 
ment, together with the powers and duties of the Com- 
missioners for administering the Laws for the Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland. 

W HEREAS it is expedient to concentrate in one department, as 
herein-after provided, the supervision of the laws relating to 
the public health, local government, and the relief of the poor in 
Ireland : 

5 Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

Brelwiinary . 

10 1. This Act may be cited as “ The Local Government Board Short title. 

(Ireland) Act, 1872.” 

Establishment of Local Government Board. 

2. A Board shall be established, to be called the Local Government Estab&h- 
Board for Ireland (in this Act referred to as “ The Local Govern- “ocal Go- 
15 men t Board”), and from and after the establishment of such Board vernment 
the Poor Law Commission shall cease to exist, and all powers and 
duties vested in or imposed on the Commissioners for administering 
the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland by the several Acts of 
Parliament relating to the relief of the poor and any other Acts, or 
20 vested in or imposed on the Lord Lieutenant, the Privy Council, or 
on the chief secretary to the Lord Lieutenant by the enactments 
mentioned in the schedule annexed hereto, shall be transferred to 
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A ' D - 1872 ' and imposed on tlie said Local Government Board, and, except as 
otherwise provided by this Act, shall he exercised and performed 
by such Board in like manner and form, and subject to the same 
conditions, liabilities, and incidents respectively, as such powers 
and duties might before the passing of this Act have been exercised 5 
and performed by the authorities in whom the same were then 
vested respectively, or as near thereto as circumstances admit. 

o(°Locii ti0n , 3 - The Local Govei mment Board shall consist of a president, 

Government oemg the chief secretary to the Lord Lieutenant for the time being 

Board. the under secretary to the Lord Lieutenant for the time being’ 10 
together with a vice-president and two other commissioners, one 
of whom shall be qualified in like manner as the medical commis- 
sioner under the Medical Charities Act, to be appointed by Her 
Majesty, and to hold office during the pleasure of Her Majesty. 

The Local Government Board shah be deemed to be established 15 
from and after the date of the first appointment of a vice-president 
under this Act. 

The Local Government Board may appoint in writing such 
inspectors, auditors, clerks, messengers, and other officers as the 
Board may, with the sanction of the Treasury, determine. 20 

There shall he paid out of moneys provided hy Barliament to the 
vice-president , the other commissioners, and the officers of the Board 
such salaries as the Treasury may from time to time determine : 
Brovided that the appointment of any officer to a new office made 
hy the Local Government Board in pursucmce of this section shall 25 
he deemed to he temporary only witil the salary of such office has 
been provided for hy Barliament. 

4 ' The LoCal GoTemm ™ t Board may adopt an official seal, and 
Board. doscnbc themselves generally by tbe style and title of “ Tlie Local 

Government Board for Ireland,” and, save as berein-after provided, 30 
any act to be done or instrument to be executed by or on behalf 
of tbe Local Government Board may be done or executed in the 
name of that Board by the president, or by the under secretary to 
the Lord Lieutenant, or by the vice-president, or by the two other 
members of the Local Government Board both executing. 

A rule, order, or regulation made by the Local Government 
Board shall be valid if it is made under the seal of the Board, and 
signed by the president, or by the under secretary to the Lord 
Lieutenant, or by the vice-president, or by the two other members 
of the Board both signing; and the production of such pri.na faci e 40 
evidence of any of the said rules, orders, or regulations shall, until 
the contrary is . shown, be a sufficient proof that any such rule 
order, or regulation of the Local Government Board was duly made! 
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5. In the construction of and for the pin-poses of any Act of a.D. 1872 . 

Parliament, contract, or other document passed, entered into, or ' 

made before the establishment of the Local Government Board, ofTSTod” 
hut so far only as may be necessary for exercising the powers dooumiiS, 

5 and discharging the duties by this Act transferred to and imposed 

on the Local Government Board, the name of such Board shall, Government 
according to circumstances, bo deemed to bo substituted for the Eo “ rd - 
Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of the Poor- 
in Ireland, or the Lord Lieutenant, or Privy Council, or the chief 
10 secretary to the Lord Lieutenant, as the case may require ; and any 
act or thing which might, if this Act had not passed, have been 
done by the Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief 
of the Poor in Ireland, or the Lord Lieutenant, or the Privy 
Council, or the chief secretary to the Lord Lieutenant, so far as 
15 relates to the powers and duties hereby transferred, may be done 
by the Local Government Board. 

6. Prom and after the passing of this Act, any auditor of poor law Auditors, 
unions in Ireland who shall be appointed to audit the accounts of 

other public bodies, in addition to the accounts of the boards of guar- 
20 dians of unions, shall not receive for that duty remuneration beyond 
the amount of his yearly salary, any enactment to the contrary not- 
withstanding, and every such enactment is hereby repealed; and the 
number of such auditors and the amount of then* salaries shall bo 
such as the Local Government Board shall determine from time 
25 to time, with the approval of the Lords Commissioners of Her 
Majesty’s Treasury : Provided always, that the Local Government 
Board shall from time to time ascertain and determine what pro- 
portion of the salaries paid to the said auditors should be charged 
in respect of the audit of the accounts of such public bodies respec- 
30 tively, and the amount so ascertained in respect of each such body 
shall be payable by such body, and shall be paid accordingly to such 
bank or to such person as the said Commissioners of Her Majesty’s 
Treasury may direct. 

7. The Local Government Board shall once at least in every year Annual 
3o make a report to the Lord Lieutenant concerning the execution ® e P ort - 

of the several powers and duties hereby vested in the said Board. 

8. Prom and after the passing of this Act, section thirty-one Repeal of
